Resolutions for 1912 
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Mr. Slippery. 
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Hold The Pipe Lines to The Real Issue 


“What is a reasonable pipe line rate?” 

‘What are reasonable regulations governing the 
transportation of oil by pipe line?” 

These two questions, Mr. Oil Man, raise the 
ONLY two issues before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in its present investigation of pipe 
lines, which investigation will be resumed at New 
York January 24, by Commissioner Lane. 

There is a very big and exceedingly important 
legal question at issue of whether or not the com- 
mission’s jurisdiction extends to those lines not 
confessedly common carriers but which are a neces- 
sary part of and do an interstate transportation in 
oil—the various ex-Standard Oil lines. But that 
has nothing to do with the main proposition of the 
transportation of the oil. 

Don't let the pipe line interests, Mr. Oil Man, 
confuse the issues with you in the hue and cry that 
in all probability will be raised again. Bear in mind 
that the proposition is solely what is a reasonable 
rate and what are reasonable regulations. 

Whether or not you will ship any oil by pipe 
lines is aside from the question, as is also whether 
or not you ever have shipped any oil or tried to ship 
any through the lines. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission has gone into these two last questions 
to ascertain for its own information whether or not 
it would be wasting any time in holding this investi- 
gation when it might be doing something else that 
would not be vain. But the commission satisfied 
itself as to these two last questions before it began 
the formal investigation and anyway they are not 
and cannot be a defense by the pipe lines for their 
refusal to carry oil under reasonable conditions. 
These two last questions will bear of course on the 
main question of whether present rates and regula- 
tions are reasonable. 

At the two previous hearings by the commission 
in this investigation, at Houston, Tex., and Tulsa, 
Okla., two months ago, the pipe line companies 
kicked up a big cloud of dust over the producer’s 
alleged lack of desire to ship by pipe lines, to market 
his own oil. The pipe lines pursued their examina- 
tion of witnesses on the assumption that any action 
the commission might take would confiscate the 
pipe lines’ property. 

The pipe line attorneys used every means at 
their command, no matter how foolish, in a wild 
endeavor to “bluff” —as it appeared—the commission 
out of taking any action. 

The pipe lines acted as if they had scored a 
great victory when they got a producer to say that 
some fields of oil are short lived; that a pipe line 
may be taking a chance in laying a line to a field be- 
cause of its possible early extinction; that it is en- 
titled to a return on its investment. 

All a sheer waste of time, for everyone will 
admit all these, in the abstract, which is the way the 
pipe lines asked them. A pipe line is entitled to a 
return on its investment if acting as a common car- 
rier, no matter how high the rate per barrel may be 
as a result. If a line spends $2,000,000 in laying a 


line to a ‘‘field” that would only produce two barrels 
of oil, then the rate per barrel would naturally be 
enough above $1,000,000 as to provide the interest 
on the money. No one has any thought of taking 
any property away from the pipe lines or any one 
else. If the pipe line attorneys had given some 
study to the work of the Commission they would 
have learned that it has been very rare that a rail- 
road rate fixed by the commission has been set 
aside by the courts and we do not recall ever hear- 
ing of one set aside on the grounds that it was 
confiscatory, and the commission is establishing 
thousands of rates every year. If the commission 
did fix a rate that impaired the property the rate 
could quickly and easily be enjoined. 

There is plenty of room for a carrier to fight 
regulation on the straight proposition of the reason- 
ableness of the rate. 

Why did the pipe lines fight only in the 
abstract instead of the concrete? Why didn’t the 
pipe lines bring to the commission a complete state- 
ment of the investment and cost of laying and 
operating lines to this field, that field and the other, 
the number of barrels of oil handled and the loss— 
which they talked of only in general—on this, that 
and the other line? 

The lines have all this data and if what the 
lines undertook to claim is true, this data, honestly 
compiled, would very quickly end the whole argu- 
ment. The lines’ own books would show the “life” 
of all the fields to date. 

Why, then, didn’t they fight the proposition in 
that way, the only logical and effective way of fight- 
ing, if what they claim is true? 

The only answer that can be, is that the present 
and past pipe line rates have been exceedingly ex- 
orbitant and the pipe lines couldn’t afford to admit 
to the commission or the oil producers that they had 
been using strong arm tactics and taking from the 
producer that which should rightfully have gone to 
him. That is the only answer and bear it in mind 
the next time you, Mr. Oil Man, get into a cloud of 
pipe line dust. 

Even though a single barrel of oil is never 
shipped by pipe line, should the commission fix 
reasonable rates and regulations, the very fact that 
you can ship is potential competition that the pipe 
lines and their allied marketing companies will al- 
ways recognize in making the price for your oil. 
If the rate from Oklahoma to the Gulf is cut from 
50 cents a barrel to 15 cents a barrel (what now 
appears to be not too low a charge) the pipe line 
interests will either have to give you, Mr. Oil Pro- 
ducer, the difference of 35 cents and then some 
probably or else you will get into their markets. 
The net result is the same, whichever way it goes 
and it’s the same for both the producer and the 
consumer of oils. 

This pipe line investigation, gentlemen, is the 
biggest and most important move that has yet 
been made for the emancipation of the public and 
oil men independent of the ex-Oil Trust.

REFINED PRICES UP AS 
CRUDE OIL ADVANCES 


Heavy Increases in Gasoline in the 
East and General Raise in the 
West, Reported 
With the long expected increase in the price 
crude oil in all fields and the dissolution of 
the Standard Oil Company, came the resultant in 
crease in the price to the consuming trade in the 

various products of petroleum. 

The heaviest advances in refined oils and gaso 
ines are reported to the east. Following a 
alf cent advance in kerosene, the fore part ot | 
December, there was the fore part of January, a 
cent advance in gasoline all over the east, tank | 
vagon markets. Strung during the first 
10 days of January, there came a half cent ad 
vance on refined oils all through the west—In 
diana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas and Oklahoma 
These advances are all made by Ex-Standard Oil | 
ompanies and were followed uniformly by the 
Independent oil men. 

The Waters-Pierce Oil Company is reported to 
ave made no special advances over its territory 
venerally, although where its markets were low 
it is reported to have made the advance. The 
prices asked on Pennsylvania neutrals and cylin 
ler stocks are up a cent to a cent and a half all 
around. 

The first advance in Pennsylvania crude of 5 
ents, December 26th, seemed to stir up the ex 
port business and when the second advance of 5 
ents came January 8th, it brought the business 
ioth here and abroad, many purchasers, seeming | 
to fear waiting any longer. Retiners are meeting | 
he advances with increased prices on their prod 
icts and dodging any long contracts, because the 
feeling is very general among refiners and pro 
lucers that crude oil will keep on going up
